WASHINGTON,  (API-Perman- 
ent education  and  loan  benefits  for 
men  and  women  who  serve  in  the 
Armed  Forces  w'ould  be  provided 
under  a bill  approved  Thursday  by 
the  House  Veterans  Committee. 

THE  JOHNSON  Administration 
has  proposed  that  such  benefits  be 
limited  to  veterans  who  served  in 
dangerous  areas.  It  objects  to  the 
cost  of  the  House  committee  bill, 
estimated  at  $335  million  during  the 
first  year  of  operation. 

About  3 1^2  million  veterans 
would  be  affected  immediately, 
since  it  would  cover  servicemen 
who  were  in  uniform  since  early 
in  1955,  when  the  Korean  War  GI 
benefits  program  ended. 

THE  SENATE  last  year  passed 
an  even  more  costly  version,  esti- 
mated at  $400  million  in  its  first 
year. 

Speaker  of  the  House  John  W. 
McCormack,  D-Mass.,  announced 
that  the  house  version  will  be  called 
up  Monday  under  a suspension-of- 
the-rules  procedure  that  requires  a 
two-thirds  majority  for  passage  and 
prevents  amendments. 

The  bill’s  major  provisions: 

—ALL  SERVICEMEN  who  were 
on  duty  for  at  least  180  days  after 
Jan.  31,  1955.  would  be  entitled  to 
one  month  of  education  or  training 
for  each  month  spent  in  uniform, 
with  a maximum  of  36  months. 
Payments  for  full-time  students 
would  be  $100  monthly  for  men

UN  Staffer  Expresses 
Heart’  In  Forum  Talk 


Mohammad  Sarfraz  expressed 
appreciation  for  his  visit  to  BYU 
and  told  of  problems  of  mass  media 
in  the  developing  nations  in  the 
first  Forum  assembly  of  the  Spring 
Semester  Thursday  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse. 

SARFRAZ,  WHO  IS  one  of  the 
counselors  of  the  Pakistan  Mission 
to  the  United  Nations  told  BYU  stu- 
dents and  faculty  that  he  had  just 
left  the  UN  one  day  before  during  a 
crisis  “but  due  to  the  miracle  of 
mass  connumications,  I was  up  to 
date  on  the  situation  only  minutes 
after  my  plane  landed  here’’,  he 
said. 

The  expert  on  Asian  affairs  ex- 
tensively discussed  the  back^ound 
and  growth  of  mass  communication 
in  his  own  country  of  Pakistan,  as 
well  as  how  it  could  have  aided 
the  situation  during  the  1958  coup 
in  Iraq. 

SARFRAZ  ALSO  TOLD  of  his 
experiences  in  “over-developed” 
countries  such  as  the  United  States, 
and  told  that  he  had  found  it  hard 


to  adjust  to  the  fast  paced  life  of 
New  'York  City  in  the  two  years  that 
he  was  there. 

Another  significant  part  of  the 
assembly  came  when  President 
Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  made  the  jolt- 
ing announcement  that  “BYU  stu- 
dents who  don't  keep  up  their  grade 
on  their  exams  will  be  reported  to 
their  draft  boards.” 

PRESIDENT  V/ILKINSON  made 
the  comment  in  connection  with 
an  announcement  that  three  sold- 
iers including  one  BYU  alumnus 
from  this  area  have  been  killed  in 
action  recently  in  Viet  Nam. 


Obscenity  Bill 
Faces  Provo  Vote

City  Attorney 
Glen  Ellis  is  still  working  on  the 
final  draft  of  the  ordinance. 

The  City  Commission  will  vote 
on  the  ordinance  during  its  regular 
meeting  scheduled  for  7:30  p.m. 
Monday. 

IF  THE  ordinance  is  passed,  it 
will  prohibit  persons  under  19  years 
of  age  from  purchasing  in  Provo 
what  is  considered  to  be  obscene 
literature  and  from  attending  what 
is  considered  to  be  obscene  motion 
pictures. 


without  dependents,  $125  a month 
for  those  with  one  dependent,  and 
$150  for  those  with  more  than  one.

In 
the  case  of  men  alreadv  discharged, 
the  time  limit  w ould  be  eight  years 
from  June  1. 

-THE  VETERANS  Administra- 
tion would  guarantee  private  home 
and  farm  purchase  loans  up  to  a 
maximum  guarantee  of  $7,500  and 
could  make  direct  loans  up  to  $17,- 
500  if  private  financing  is  not  avail- 
able. 

Alma  King,  who  handles  govern- 
ment checks  and  benefits  for  BYU 
students,  said  all  BYU  service  vet- 
erans who  qualify  for  benefits  und- 
er the  new  GI  Bill  will  receive  them 
if  the  bill  gets  through  Congress.

Everybody  loves  a winner,  but  a loser 
is  soon  forgotten,  or  so  the  old  sports  adage 
goes. 

In  BYU’s  case,  perhaps  the  adage 
should  say,  “everylwdy  in  Salt  Lake  City 
and  the  national  sports  polls  loves  a win- 
ner, but  lose  two  on  the  road  and  you’re 
clean  forgotten.” 

As  the  Cougar  basketball  team  pre- 
pares for  the  crucial  contest  with  Utah 
Saturday  night  in  Salt  Lake  City,  it  seems 
that  they  have  been  delegated  to  the  role 
of  the  underdog  by  the  Salt  Lake  papers 
and  national  sportswriters. 

Ironically,  the  same  Salt  Lake  papers 
were  singing  the  praises  of  the  nationally- 
ranked  Cougars  only  a few  weeks  ago. 
Things  have  sure  changed  . . . and  all  be- 
cause of  one  long  road  trip. 

Since  the  Salt  Lake  papers  have  taken 
such  careful  pains  to  point  out  wliy  they 
now  think  the  Redskins  are  a stronger 
team,  maybe  a few  things  should  be  point- 
ed out  to  them. 

First  there  is  the  matter  of  BYU’s 
two  losses  on  that  tour.  In  the  first  game 
with  New  Mexico,  BYU  probably  perform- 
ed as  well  as  expected  especially  with  the 
process  of  adjusting  to  a new  type  of  de- 
fense to  try  to  contain  the  Lobos.  Coach 
Stan  Watts  undoubtedly  anticipated  a possi- 
ble split  on  the  trip  anyway.

Security  Council 
Launches  Debate 


UNITED  NATIONS,  (AP)-A£ter 
two  days  of  public  debate  on  ‘Viet 
Nam,  U.N.  diplomats  Thursday  be- 
gan a round  of  intensive  private 
talks  which  the  United  States  re- 
gards as  part  of  a new  peace  off- 
ensive. 

THE  PUBLIC  debate  may  be 
resumed  later,  but  informed  quart- 
ers said  President  Johnson’s  pri- 
mary objective  in  bringing  the  Viet 
Nam  problem  before  the  U.N.  Sec- 
urity Council  was  to  help  stimulate 
further  peace  moves.  The  inform- 
ants said  this  has  been  achieved. 

The  President  was  understood  to 
have  acted  on  a recommendation 
by  Ambassador  Arthur  J.  Gold- 
berg and  Secretary  of  State  Dean 
Rusk  after  the  administration  had 
concluded  last  weekend  that  North 
Viet  Nam’s  Ho  Chi  Minh  had  slam- 
med the  Door  on  the  December- 
January  peace  offensive. 


ITS  THE  SCHOLARLY  THING  TO  DO! 


MOSCOW,  (AP)— After  four  fail-, 
ures,  the  Soviet  Union  announced 
a space  station  dubbed  Luna  9 
made  history’s  first  soft  landing 
on  the  moon  Thursday  and  started 
radio  contact  with  the  Earth. 


THE  FEAT  put  the  Soviet  Union 
ahead  in  the  race  to  place  a man 
on  the  moon.  The  first  American 
attempt  at  a soft  landing,  a key 
step  in  putting  a man  on  the  moon, 
is  not  expected  before  May  A 
soft  landing  means  bringing  an  in- 
strument package  down  on  the  sur- 
face slowly  enough  so  there  is  no 
crash  and  resultant  destruction. 

A Tass  announcement  indicated 
the  instrument  package  aboard 
Luna  9 was  a radio.

"RADIO  CONTACT  with  the  sta- 
tion on  the  surface  of  the  moon  is 
reliable.

Senate  Hears 
BYU  Petition

The  BYU  petition  against  the  bill 
to  repeal  the  14  B section  of  the 
Taft-Hartley  Act  known  as  the 
“right  to  work”  section,  has  been 
placed  in  the  Congressional  Record. 

When  this  bill  was  brought  be- 
fore Congress  to  repeal  the  right 
to  work  section,  a petition  was 
brought  before  the  students  of  BYU 
which  was  eventually  sent  to  Sen- 
ator Wallace  Bennett,  Republican 
Senator  from  Utah. 

The  petition  was  sent  to  Mr.  Ben- 
nett in  the  form  of  a 56  foot  tele- 
gram. On  January  24,  this  tele- 
gram was  read  into  the  Record  by 
Senator  Bennett. 

After  Senator  Bennett  read  the 
2000  names  on  the  telegram  he 
said,  “this  to  me,  was  a signi- 
ficant manifestation  of  the  con- 
cern that  these  young  people  have 
for  their  future.  I believe  that  it 
bears  out  what  the  distinguished 
minority  leader,  the  junior  Senator 
from  Illinois,  said  earlier,  that  77 
per  cent  of  the  students  in  the  Unit-
